SHARE WHAT YOU KNOW, LEARN WHAT YOU DON’T! 


In the last issue I asked member James Boswell some information on IBPOEW and if he 
ever seen any tokens from the ladies of that organization. His reply follows - 


The complete name of the IBPOEW is Improved Benevolent and Protective Order of Elks 
of the World. They meet in Lodges just like the BPOE and their Lodge’s presiding office is 
called the Exalted Ruler (also, just like the BPOE). 

The BPOE now admits ladies but, the IBPOEW does not as far as he knows. The ladies are 
a “separate” part of the IBPOEW and meet in Temples (which are usually the same place 
where the men meet), The IBPOEW’s ladies are called Daughter of the IBPOEW and their 
presiding officer is called the “Daughter Ruler” 

Jim has a few IBPOEW tokens issued by the Lodges but has never seen or heard of one that 
was issued by any of their Temples. There are several towns that have a IBPOEW Temple 
but no Lodge and vice versa.
